Three more bombers lost in Vietnam raids

The 
U.S. 
Command reported the loss of three 
more B52s today, the most costly 
day of the air strikes against North 
Vietnam. It brought to six the 
number of B52s lost since Monday, 
and there were indications the B52 
effort might be lessening but that 
the number of fighter-bombers had 
increased. 
Even with the apparent lessened 
effort by the B52s, the Command 
confirmed that the massive daily 


saturation raids by up to 600 planes 
were continuing in their fourth day 
today. U.S. military sources said the 
ta rg e ts 
w ere 
m ilita ry 
but 
Communist reports from Hanoi told 
of great loss of civilian life. 
The loss of six B52s and two 
fighter-bombers, an F ill and an A7 
Navy attack bomber, as reported by 
the U.S. Command raised to 27 the 
number of American fliers reported 
lost over the north since Monday. 
Radio Hanoi claimed even greater 


losses 
and 
said 
many 
of 
the 
American fliers were captured. 
The official Soviet news agency 
Tass 
said 
American 
bombers 
damaged 
or 
destroyed 
Hanoi’s 
airport, railway terminal and power 
plant today ana also hit the Egyptian 
embassy. 
Tass, in a dispatch from Hanoi, 
said in the past 24 hours North Viet­ 
namese gunners have shot down 13 
American planes, including seven 
B52 bombers and a F ill fighter. 


It said official statistics published 
on the latest U.S. raids showed, in 
Hanoi alone, 215 persons had been 
killed and 326 wounded by midday 
Tuesday. 
Tass 
said 
Hanoi’s 
transport 
system was working and “after a 
sleepless night, the people of Hanoi 
today began their working day at the 
usual tim e.’’ 
Radio Hanoi reported tonight that 
the Cuban embassy compound in the 
capital had been bombed during the 


day. The broadcast quoted Cuban 
Charge d’Affaires Jesus Garcia 
Morales as saying that nearly all the 
residential areas of the compound 
suffered serious damage. 
In Paris the North Vietnamese 
delegation to the Paris peace talks 
warned 
that 
the 
strikes

approximately 100 B52s and 500 or 
more 
fighter-bombers might be 
endangering the safety of American 
prisoners of war held in Hanoi and 
other parts of North Vietnam. 


The U.S. Command reported that 
two $8 million B52s were shot down 


near Hanoi early today. A third,

managed to reach Thailand where 


the six crewmen parachuted to 
safety before it crashed. 


Indications that the B52 effort 
rnight be tapering off stemmed from 
field reports from South Vietnam’s 
five northernmost provinces.

The official government state­ 
ment broadcast by Hanoi Radio 
followed earlier protests by China 
and the Soviet Union and demands 
that the bombing be halted. It led

delegations to the Paris peace talks 
to walk out today in protest. 
Soviet Communist Party leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, in a speech

Communists walk out of 
peace talks in protest 


State sewer grant assured 


City Administrator Gene Wählers 
announced yesterday that with the 
signing of Assembly Bill 740 this 
week by Governor Reagan the city’s 
state grant for the regional sewer 
treatment facility is assured at 124 
per cent. 
When the city becomes eligible for 
the federal grant, the project will be 
funded 87 Vz per cent from both 
sources, Wählers said, effecting a 
total project savings of $400,000 
from original estimates. 


Further, 
Wählers 
explained, 
federal guidelines due Jan. 15 are 
expected to make some ineligible 
costs eligible, such as the main 
collector line running along Central 
Avenue which would allow further 
project reductions. 
E ligibility 
by 
the 
federal 
government will not be known until 
early next year, Wählers added. The 
city submitted its application Sept. 
25 and is number 62 on a list of more 
than 200 applicants. 


PARIS (UPI) — The Vietnamese 
Communists walked out of the Paris 
peace talks today in protest against 
what they called the “demented” 
bombing of North Vietnam. They 
warned that the large-scale attacks 
could endanger American prisoners 
of war held in North Vietnam. 
The question of the safety of the 
American POWs was raised by 
newsmen at a Communist briefing 
that followed the truncated session. 
Asked if the POWs were in danger, 
Nguyen 
Than 
Le, 
the 
North 
Vletnamese spokesman, replied: ' 
“ I think so, because the camps of 
U. S, prisoners are in areas against 
which are directed the current raids 
—both 
in 
Hanoi 
and 
other 
provinces.” He did not say if any 
prison camps had been hit so far. 
Le said White House adviser 


Henry A. Kissinger threatened to 
resume air raids and break off 
negotiations during his recent round 
of secret talks with Le Due Tho of 
Hanoi. 
Le said the Americans began 
making threats during the Nov. 20-25 
talks, 
“The U. S. side threatened to 
resume escalation against North 
Vietnam 
and 
to 
suspend 
the 
negotiations in the subsequent round 
of secret talks” Dec. 4 to 13, I^ said. 
Le spoke in harsh tones and 
wagged his finger in the air for 
emphasis. 
“ Peace is no longer at hand,” Le 
said. 
He left open the question of when 
the next contacts with the United 
States would take place. Asked 
directly whether the Communists 


would boycott future meetings if the 
bombings went on, he said only: 
“The United States must be held 
responsible 
for

consequences.”

Final plans are expected 
next autumn. 
The proposal calls for the

The towers would contain 
offices of legislators. The 
legislative cham bers would 
be located on the ground 
floor near the office suites 
of legislative leaders.

warned Thieu that the United States would 
cut off all military and economic aid to 
South Vietnam unless Thieu accedes to a 
cease-fire agreement if Nixon considers it 
satisfactory. 
White House press secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler said Haig, who will report to the 
Florida White House Friday on his four day 
Southeast Asian swing, did ‘‘carry a letter 
to” Thieu. ‘‘But we have no comment on 
the contents,” he added. 
Saigon sources also reported that Nixon 
told North Vietnam to meet his peace 
term s within 72 hours after the breakdown 
of the P aris negotiations, and resumed the 
bombing when Hanoi did not respond.

North 
Vietnam indicated that Nixon’s patience 
was wearing thin and he was striving for a 
settlem ent before he begins his new term 
It was apparent now that the round of 


consultations Nixon conducted with his top 
diplomatic

Friday was to inform them of his major 
decision regarding both Vietnams. 
Last Sunday, he dispatched Haig to brief 
leaders in Saigon, Cambodia, Laos and 
Thailand on his new tough stand 
Nixon was settling down for a Christmas 
holiday stay at his Florida villa and 
continued his rigid silence on the develop­ 
ments in Vietnam 
Nixon has not publicly discussed the 
bombing or the chances of peace since his 
election eve address to the nation, but he 
had wanted peace proclaimed by Thanks-1! 
giving 
Day, 
then 
Christmas. 
Now 
i t ’5 
appears that even on inauguration day, ' 
Jan. 20, the chances of a cease fire are ~ 
remote.

What’s in it for 
happy homemaker? 


(First of Two Parts.) 


By HELEN HENNESSY 


NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 
women’s lib movement has 
its critics even among those 
who love it. 
There is placing too much 
e m p h a s i s , some feel, on 
women b e c o m i n g career 
minded and competing with 
men in every job area. Many 
women who are happy as 
wives and mothers now won­ 
der if there's s o m e t h i n g 
wrong with them for being 
contented with their home- 
making lot. 


Oddly e n o u g h , both the 
movement and its dissenters 
contribute to the same result 
—a tremendous number of 
women entering the tempo­ 
rary job market where hours 
are often flexible and women 
can b e c o m e part of the 
career world and still main­ 
tain their jobs as homemak­ 
ers. 


What’s 
going on 
in 
the 
temporary job market 
to­ 
day9 Who are the women 
who are looking for work 
and who are the women who 
should stick to their guns, 
women’s lib notwithstanding, 
and stay at home with their 
families? T h e s e questions 
are discussed here by two 
people who manage two of 
the largest temporary em ­ 
ployment services in busi­ 
ness today. 


“I do a lot of speaking to 


women’s clubs a c r o s s the 
country,’’ said William Ol­ 
sten, chairman and c h i e f 
executive officer of the Ol­ 
sten Corporation, a tempo­ 
rary 
employment 
service. 
And my m essage is that they 
can be liberated and still be 
women. 


‘‘I tell women’s g r o u p s , 
’Come back to work.’ ” And 
a good many women listen, 
fo r o v e r 55,(MX) w o m e n 
worked for Olsten last year 
The service sends sales­ 
men and market men out 
seeking temporary jobs and 
work of all kinds is covered. 
Olsten believes that women’s 
groups are good sources of 
temporary workers for many 
of the w o m e n 
have not 
worked outside their homes 
tor years and would prefer 
the freedom of a temporary 
job to settling down imme­ 
diately in a permanent one. 
“ I try to match the woman 
to the neighborhood she is 
living in and the job she will 
hold For we are responsible 
for her all the wav up,” he 
said. 
“She can leave us for a 
week and come back in a 
month 
She has great flexi­ 
bility.” 
Competent people at any 
branch where a woman ap­ 
plies sit with her, discuss 
what she wants to do and 
give her a free b r u s h - u p 
course if her skills are rusty. 


“As the standard of living 
b e c o m e s more difficult to 
m a i n t a i n . ’’ Olsten added, 
more women com e to us 
than normally would. 
“But a lot of women say 
they need a job for economic 
r e a s o n s when they really 
don’t. The real reason they 
come to us is that they want 
to get out of that tame rou­ 
tine. 
"Another group who want 
temporary jobs now are the 
women 
who went 
through 
college without getting mar­ 
ried b e c a u s e they were 
career oriented. Then they 
did get married. And what 
the nell are they going to 


do? They’re still c a r e e r 
minded.” 
One thing that helps the 
temporary worker, according 
to Olsten, is that American 
i n d u s t r y is more flexible 
where hours are concerned 
today which makes it easier 
tor a woman with a family 
to work. 


He has long been an advo­ 
cate of equal opportunity. 
Half his own branch man­ 
agers are w o m e n 
He be­ 
lieves that over the last 20 
years society’s attitude of 
“a woman’s place is in the 
home” 
has changed 
radi­ 
cally and that millions of 
women have found it possi­ 
ble to combine careers and 
motherhood and e x c e l in 
both. 
He thinks, too, that 
often women are mistaken 
in t h i n k i n g they have no 
skills. 
“They don’t realize 
that their experience with 
the P.T.A. and fund-raising 
has prepared them to under­ 
take many kinds of jobs. 


“ I am strongly in favor of 
women taking on important 
and greater responsibilities 
in the work world,” Olsten 
said. “I believe we would 
never have made the dead­ 
lines that we had to make 
in industry in this country 
without the women in the 
work force.”

Study of 
premature 
babies 
NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Over a five-year period 65 
infants born in one hospital 
survived the very low birth 
weight of three pounds, five 
ounces or less. Ten years 
later scientists sought them 
out in an effort to blueprint 
the penalties for having 
entered 
this 
world 
so 
prematurely. 
They also sought out 65 
children born in the same 
hospital 
during the 
same 
period after 
the 
normal nine months in the 
womb 
They had 
been 
“paired” with the preemies 
as to sex, race, social- 
economic status of parents 
and all other measurable 
perimeters. On paper the 
only discernable differences 
in pairs were birthweight 
and gestation times. 
All 
the 
normals 
were 
alive, 
living at 
home, 
attending the usual schools. 
Three preemies were dead 
as 
a 
consequence 
of 
prematurity. Two were in 
special schools, one for the 
blind, the other for the deaf. 
Six were severely retarded 
mentally and four of them 
were in state institutions. 
All pairs were put through 
a 
st andard 
test 
for 
intelligence in children. One 
preemie was at the genius 
level, making the second 
highest score of the lot. This 
was contradictory of the 
general results. Of the pree­ 
mies 46 per cent were below 
the low normal score of 90 
and only 11 per cent were 
above 110. The comparable 
percentages were 8 and 45. 
N e u r o l o g i c a l 
abnormalities causing mild 
to severe disability were 
found in 15.4 per cent of the 
preemies but in none of the 
normals.

Nature motifs first Christmas cards 


NEW 
YORK 
( UPI) 
—Their creators probably 
thought little about ecology 
when they made the early 
Christmas cards, but they 
used nature motifs liberally. 
Both flowers and animals 
were favorites for cards as 
early as the 1860s when 
f a m i l i e s 
e x c h a n g e d 
greet i ngs 
before 
the 
Christmas card became a 
universal custom 
They 
w e r e 
c a l l e d 
“ album” cards and great- 
grandma pasted quantities 
of them in her album. These 
were decorated with colored 
pictures of flowers, birds, 
butterflies, landscapes and 
seascapes. 
The 
big 
push 
toward 
today's phenomenal card 
business (3.5 billion cards 
sent this Christmas and 
New Year’s alone) came 
from Louis Prang, often 
called the father of the 
American Christmas card 
In the 1860s, Prang, a 
German 
immigrant, 
was 
t u r n i n g 
out 
a r t 
reproductions and 
album 
cards from his print shop in 
Boston 
Then came the day in 1874 
when a novel idea was 
presented him 
According to the National 
Association 
of 
Greeting 
Card 
Publishers, 
one 
account has it that the 
suggestion came from a 


woman employe in Boston 
Another says it was original 
with the wife of his London 
agent 
Wh i c h e v e r 
w o ma n 
deserves the credit, Prang 
was 
quick 
to 
see 
the 
possibilities 
of 
increased 
usiness if he printed only a 
“ Merry 
Christm as” 
on 
small 
floral-decorated 
cards. 
He experimented with his 
British customers first, for 
it was in England where the 
world's first Christmas card 
appeared in 1843 In 1875, 
Prang tried the cards on the 
American public. 
Within five years, he was 
turning 
out 
five 
million 
cards a year and employed 
300 people. 
“To my mind,” wrote Ed­ 
ward Everett Hale in 1889, 
“the most interesting place 
in 
Boston 
is 
Prang's 
printing house...” 


Hale went on to describe 
the process by which a 
picture was run through the 
press from eight to as many 
as 
17 times, each time 
receiving an added shade of 
color. 
Original sample books of 
the old Prang firm are 
considered valuable today 
and sought after by various 
l i br ar i es .

County to crackdown 
on real estate signs 


The County Planning Departm ent announced Tuesday it 
is beginning a crackdown on proliferation of unauthorized 
signs by the real estate industry throughout the county. 
Planning Director Britt Johnson said the decision to 
enforce the county code cam e after numerous phoned and 
written com plaints against a number of real estate offices. 
Johnson signed a letter now going out to the Santa 
Barbara Real E state Board calling upon the board to take a 
hand in policing its own industry initially. 
Failure to comply with warnings will result in written 
violations, the realty board was told. 
Planners in the sign enforcem ent section said that while 
notice is now going to the Santa Barbara board — which 
also includes a Santa Ynez Valley division — warnings are 
also likely to follow to realty organizations in the Santa 
Maria Valley and Lompoc Valley areas as it is assum ed the 
practice of unauthorized signs is prevalent throughout the 
county. 
Johnson explained his staff is not of sufficient size to 
travel about the county and write violations for all 
unauthorized signs. “ We are currently responding only to 
telephone and-or written com plaints,” he added. 
Blatant

can 
norm ally 
be 
resolved 
by 
contacting the property owner or realtor and advising them 
to com ply,“ he declared “ We hope to be able to survey all 
violations on an individual basis in the near future.”

SACRAMENTO (Capitol) 
— You may think you’re 
pretty generous with your 
state legislators who just 
voted themselves another 
pay raise (from $19,200 to 
$21,120 a year). They also 
receive $30 a day, seven 
days a week (tax free»when 
the legislature is in session 
— plus a leased car, plus a 
gasoline credit card, plus 
ge ne r ous 
r e t i r e m e n t 
benefits. 
But this altruism with 
your tax dollars can’t begin 
to match your generosity 
with those m charge of the 
s t a t e ’s 
colleges 
and 
universities. 
A 
legislator 
could 
almost 
be 
called 
“ needy” when you compare 
his 
income 
with 
that 
received 
by 
the 
upper 
echelon in higher education 
Nobody can accuse the 
California taxpayers of not 
taking care of the hierarchy 
in the academic world They 
are so anxious to please the 
president of the University 
of California that they are 
paying him more than they 
pay their governor. 
UC President Charles J. 
Hitch, 
who 
has 
been 
complaining lately about a 
lack of funds for the system, 
receives more than $50,000 a 
year, plus a house, plus 
other fringe benefits. Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
receives 
$49,100 annually He is living 
in a leased home in east 
Sacram ento 
since 
the 
legislature 
still 
hasn’t 
appropriated the funds for a 
new governor’s mansion. 
Certainly, 
the 
governor 
enj oys 
ma ny 
fringe 
benefits, but when it comes 
to cold, hard cash, some 60 
state college and university 
officials are paid nearly as 
much in salary as the state s 
chief executive 
A full time professor m 
the 
university's 
medical 
school for example, earns 
$49,000 a year. 


The chancellor of 
the 
state college system is paid 
$46,413 
and 
the 
vice 
chancellor receives $42,000 
The presidents of the nine 
state colleges receive from 
$34,000 to more than $36,000 
a year, and the chancellors 
of the nine UC campuses are 
paid $42,000 annually which 
is $7,000 more than the 


annual 
salary 
of 
the 
Lieutenant Governor, the 
Secretary of State, the State 
Treasurer and the Director 
of Finance 
The Attorney General is 
the 
only 
elected 
state 
officials who receives a 
salary equal to that paid to 
the university chancellors 
When you pay your state 
income tax next year, you 
may 
think 
they’re 
all 
getting too much However, 
showi ng 
mo n u m e n t a l 
u n c o n c e r n 
f or 
the 
taxpayers, President Hitch 
said recently, “The problem 
in salary comparison lies 
not 
in 
the 
university’s 
salaries, but in the state 
salaries, which are just too 
low ” 
Meanwhile, according to 
Legislative Analyst A Alan 
Post, 
California

behind the rest of the nation 
last 
year in 
growth of 
personal income, corporate

TV blackout policy is vital to the 
continued success of pro football. 


The pro football commissioner, 
who remembers the days when it 
was difficult to give tickets away to

games if the games are sold out 48 
hours before kickoff.

When Rozelle refused, Kleindienst 
said that he promptly delivered a 
response to Rozelle on behalf of 
Ni x o n .

serving notice of retaliatory action, 
Kleindienst was representing “the 
President’s view ’’ 


“ I 
advised 
Mr. 
R o z e lle ,” 
Kleindienst said, “ that as a result of 
the league’s decision, the Nixon 
administration would strongly urge 
the new Congress to re-examine the 
entire antitrust statute and seek 
legislation that is more in keeping 
with the public interest." 


Actually, there are no antitrust 
implications 
to 
the 
local 
TV 
blackout since it has nothing to do 
with competition among the member 
clubs 
of 
the 
league. 
Also, 
the 
legality of the blackout has been 
upheld several tim es by the courts. 
But the NFL, on a special rider to an 
appropriation bill, got an antitrust 
exemption to merge six years ago 
with the AFL. The NFL also got an 
exemption in 1961 to sell its gam es 
to the TV networks as a package. 


Toward 
the end 
of 
the 
92nd 
Congress, some senators threatened 
legislation to force the NFL to open 
up local telecasts of games that are 
sold out 48 hours in advance. The bill 
died of inaction in the adjournment 
rush. There’s also some question 
whether the courts would uphold the 
constitutionality of such a bill. 


“Despite the intense interest in 
pro football," Rozelle said, “ six of 
the last 10 conference championship 
games have not been sold out, and 
since 1967 when divisional playoff 
E 
am es were instituted on a regular 
asis, six of 17 such gam es were 
played to less than capacity."

recommendation, stated that in “ many 
instances" articles appearing in Santa 
Barbara 
County 
news 
media 
were 
incomplete or erroneous and that it is 
necessary 
for 
county 
government 
to 
straighten out such things with its official 
releases. Johnson also said that the new 
consultant would be writing news releases 
to various media and be in charge of 
publishing a news bulletin for county 
employes. 
Our reaction to this position is that it is 
tailor made and completely unnecessary. 
Incomplete 
or 
erroneous 
stories 
concerning County government are few 
and far between. We have found that 
labeling 
a 
story 
“ incom plete" 
or 
“erroneous" is merely another way of 
County government officials saying they

were not put in a good light. However, 
should stories be blatantly erroneous or 
incomplete, the Lompoc Record's full­ 
time staff writer in the courthouse is 
readily available for correction from a 
department head, county employe or Mr. 
Johnson himself. 
On writing press releases, we find that 
most government press releases are spoon 
fed 
information 
to 
make 
people 
and 
departments took good and contain very 
little hard news. 
County employe organizations say there 
is no need for a news bulletin for county 
employes. Perhaps Mr. Johnson has more 
in mind a news bulletin from Mr. Johnson 
to county employes.

In his discussion with the Board of 
Regents 
over 
costs 
of 
higher 
education, State Finance D irector 
Verne Orr, pointed to a disturbing 
tendency on the part of those in 
charge of running the University. 
Tn auditing and budgeting,’ Orr 
said, “ it som etim es seem s we do not 
have a single University, but nine 
autonomous 
campuses 
competing 
with each other for the largest share 
of available dollars with no regard 
for duplication or the w elfare of the 
whole.” 
To what extent the sam e thing 
might apply to the 19 state colleges 
is undetermined but undoubtedly it 
exists. 


The thought provokes the question 
of what should be the mam objective 
of higher education? Obviously one 
of the principal goals should be to 
equip 
the 
young 
for 
productive 
endeavors. 


Is this being done? 
W ith 
e d u c a t i o n a l ’ 
c o s t s 
skyrocketing and tax sources being 
strained, perhaps it is tim e for some 
serious reviews of the college and 
University programs. 
One 
question 
which 
deserves 
study 
is 
the 
validity 
of 
open 
enrollm ents in fields of study which 


leads 
to 
occupations 
already 
overcrowded. 
Should 
there 
be 
a correlation 
between courses offered and the 
employment m arket? 
T h ere 
w ill 
be 
those 
who 
im m ediately 
challenge 
such 
a 
suggestion. Who, they will ask, is to 
play 
God 
with 
the desires and 
am bitions 
of 
individuals? 
If 
someone 
wants 
to

engineer is it proper to bar him by

But there is another side to that 
coin.

Is it fair to the taxpayers to ask 
them to pay for the training of 
people for jobs that don’t exist? Is it 
fair to the students to encourage 
them 
in 
takin g 
ed u cation al 
program s for which there are no 
jo b s9 
Taken occupation by occupation 
this sam e oversupply exists in other 
fields. 


The college people will tell you the 
labor m arkets are unstable. They 
fluctuate. Lim iting courses because 
of 
transitory oversupplies would 
result in disrupting shortages. 
Those 
arguments 
don’t 
seem 
valid. 
Certainly such 
things are 
predictable. Would it not be better 
to direct students into programs 
with brighter prospects? 
The idea of restricted enrollments 
is not new The fact is it exists of 
necessity in fields where there are 
shortages. The m edical schools have 
always limited enrollm ents. 
As for depriving a student with a 
burning desire to achieve in his 
chosen field, limited enrollments 
won’t stop that fellow. He’ll get 
there one way or another. Many an 
aspiring 
m edical 
doctor 
has 
overcom e that barrier. Those who 
can ’t 
get 
over 
such

hurdle 
probably wouldn’t succeed in their 
ultim ate goal anyway.
